This phenomenon in Senegal 
I* a (amlliai one in Africa. 
Almoat all African nations are 
nations in name only. Their 
people lack a sense of nation¬ 
alism. a sense of loyalty to the 
central government, a sense of 
kinahip with all other people 
who live in the country. 

This is a sore problem for 
African leaders trying to weld 
a united eotaitry out of tribes, 
religions and region. In fact. 
It lies at the heart of the 
gravest crisis in Africa today 
— possible civil war in 
Nigeria, the largest nation (or 
what once seemed like a 
nation) in Africa. 


In the Eastern Region, of 
Nigeria, people are more loyal 
to the Ibo tribe than tn the 
Nigerian state. This probably 
was always true tn an extent, 
but the feeling intensified last 
year when thousand* of Ibn* 
were massacred while work¬ 
ing in the Northern Region of 
Nigeria.

After an enjoyable two or 
three hours on the Oyster 
River Flats, we decided on a 
little sightseeing with Ed and 
John as guides. 

Back on the Iron River 
Logging Road, we turned left 
to carry on from where we 
had turned onto the side road. 

We passed under the power 
line 1.3 miles along and then 
on our left was fine view of 
the Oyster River winding far 
below and the Forbidden 
Plateau In the distance. 


From there it is 3.1 miles 
up die unused MacMillan 
Bloedel Iron River Logging 
Road, which features some 
terrible potholes and wash¬ 
board, to a left turn which 
cuts beck towards the river. 
Then the road is Just an 
overgrown trail and willows 
and small firs flank the road 
and slap against your vehicle. 
With only 650 miles dn our 
new Travel Wagon we 
cracked our west coast mirror 
on this road.

Another 1.6 miles through 
forest plantation and we came 
ia a junction with the Qxnox 
Logging Road. Another .3 
miles along ia another junc¬ 
tion and again keep left and .1 
miles further along ia the 
bridge over the Oyster tor a 
spectacular view of the Oyster 
River Canyon. 

We went back to the 
junction and turned left onto 
the Convex Logging Road. 

Thirteen more miles 
brought us to the junction at 
the Campbell River bridge. 


Just .7 miles past the left 
turn you oome out onto the 
Oyster River Fiats at a 
junction- A sharp right turn 
for .3 mile* takes you to an 
upstream river spot with a 
picnic site an a sandy pool, a 
little falls and some nice 
flaking water. 

We intend to go beck to 
visit titis spot this spring or 
next September and maybe 
spend a day or two river 
loafing. 

From this junction we took 


when we reached Oie broken 
bridge and had to back up 
some distance fae a turn¬ 
around on the narrow road, 
with ditches on both aides. 

You can park at tha washed- 
out bridge and follow the trail 
tor 200 yards down the Little 
Oyster to the Junction with 
the Big Oyster Where there is 
beautiful big water and a nice 
fishing riffle. 

From the junction, with 
chest wader* you can walk 


over the Util* Oyster. A road 
from the highway reaches this 
bridge, but you.can't cross. 

This la rough road with 
almoabdltnhei across it at 
times and it was on this road 
that w* found how useful our 
limited slip axle (posi-trac- 
tkm) was. aa we just eased 
the car into the ditches and 
over without even a skid or a 
slip of the tires. 

The big west coast resr 
view mirrors esme in handy 


off straight ahead through a 
young pine forest to the river 
where we fished and hiked the 
river path downstream. 

But first we drove along the 
road, straight ahe a d , for LC 
miles to a turnaround where 
we left Gordy Lament and Ed

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Water and Waste Problems Savage Honor 


Threats to Island Health 


| By JOHN MATTERS 

NANAIMO — The lack of 
adequate water systems and 
modem waste disposal tech¬ 
niques are threats to the health 
of many of the 105,000 people in 
Central Vancouver Island. 

The menaces are catalogued 
in tip annuli report of Central 
Vancouver Island Health Unit, 
released here Saturday. 

SCHOOL ABEAS 
The unit includes Duncan. 
Lake Cowichan, Ladysmith, Na¬ 
naimo, Quallcuxn, Albeml and 
Ucluelet school districts. 

In addition to citing the 
dangers of shoddy sewage and 
water systems, careless gar¬ 
bage dumping and the lack of 
fluoridated water, the report 
notes that the Infant mortality 
rate In Central Vancouver Is¬ 
land last year exceeded the 
averages for British Columbia 
and Canids. 

■ABIES DIE 

During 1966, the Infant mor¬ 
tality rats in the area was 2.91 
per cent of the newborn popula¬ 
tion. This compares with a B.C. 
average of 2.37 per cent and a 
Canadian average of 2.36 per 
eent during the previous year. 

The birth rate, meanwhile, 
has declined during the past 
three yean. From a rate of 20.7 
per 1,000 population to 1964, it 
was down to 17.5 last year. 

BDtTH OONTBOL 
"There Is no doubt that 
increased interest in family 
planning and birth oontroi is 
partly responsible for this," 
noted Dr. H. L. Symon, director 
of the health unit. 

He also suggests that educa¬ 
tion on venereal diseases should 
be encouraged to the schools. 

VD EDUCATION 
Dr. Symon's observation was 
made after statistical tables 
showed an increase In the

Those who practice It con¬ 
sider other Indian dancers, 
like those who dance at the 
drop of a vice-regal hat, as 
fakers.

The real dance is sacred. It 
is not for the white man. And 
the initiation is not pretty. 

Often, Indian girts are 
"grabbed” for the initiation. 

* * * 

The white man's word 
would be abducted. In the 
secrecy of the native sub- 
culture, the word is 
"grabbed.” 

There is a rigid training 
period tor the initiates, who 
are often to the ritual against 
their will. 

It is a great honor to be 
ehosen, but some candidates 
cannot take the training, they 
try to escape.

When caught by the cult, 
they are severely punished. 

Several years ago, a mar¬ 
ried woman was "grabbed’’ In 
Saanich. Her husband, who 
lived off the reserve, broke 
the code, and filed a com¬ 
plaint with police.

The threat of violence keeps 
the secrets of the dance, and 
its initiation.

companies but to individuals,” 
the chief added. 

The City manager said there 
had been consultations with 
the provincial fire marshal on 
the whole question of hulk 
storage farms. He recalled 
that last year when the 
matter was discussed it was 
ruled that there could be no 
additinna to the tank farm 
until the whole matter was 
explored.

The diking system oould

And there was a problem 
peculiar to the Inner Harbor, 
the manager added. Because 
It was long and narrow and 
because of the action of the 
tides, it would be very 
difficult, If not impossible, to 
flush oil out if it did get loose.

Officials of oil companies 
which have tank storage In 
the area were not alarmed. 

"A major breach In a tank 
is samething which just 
wouldn't happen. And, if It dkl 
the walls would surely contain 
the escaped liquids. There U 
no danger at all so far as I 
can see,” said one. His 
opinion seemed to represent 
the consensu*.

Hardships and Lack of Funds Have Been the Threads That Weave the Island Library Fabric 


A new book, The Key , maty never appear on the 
beat-teller lift, and will almoH tardy lie forgotten at 
the bottom of a pile of papert in the hornet of people 
who are pretentty reading it. 

Between the linet of thie book , however, there 
Uet a story of people with a dogged determination , 
with humor , and the tame vitality that helped to build 
Canada.

The book was published In to 
centennial year, but traces a history 
of people and events dating back to 
1862 

it Is the story of libraries, and 
the struggle to develop them, aa 
recounted by records and recoBee- 
ttona of libraries and librarians 
served by to Vancouver Island 
Regional Library 

The earliest accounts are from 
Nanaimo which had a library under 
the auspices of St. Paul's Anglican 
Church In 1*82. calling itself to 
Nanaimo Literary Institute. 

Later, with the help at a aoal 
company, the first reading room and 
lecture hall was built, and the books 
were transferred there. 

However, the city council of the 
time decided that the building was 
too good to be used in such a way, 
and somehow managed to take it 
away from the institute, and used It 
for a city hall. 

Needless to say, with this sort of 
public spirited support, the library 
died. 

A phoenix reaction set In. and 
from the ashes of the reading blub 
sprang a group of 33 people who 
formed an association, and were 
responsible for being one of the first 
communities to utilize the Public 
Libraries Act in 19191 

The Nanaimo Municipal Library 
wam beam. 

Here, and in other areas, to 
depression hit to pocketbnolw and 
paychecks of all who were fortunate 
enough to have steady work. 

Determined that to library 
should not die, librarians accepted 
further wage reductions, so that the 
money saved in wages could be used 
to help keep the libraries alive. 

Su<* a person was to Nanaimo 
librarian who accepted a cut that 
resulted in an income of |46 ■ 
month. 

The city was renowned through¬ 
out B.C aa having the worst library 
building in the province, until only a 
tew years agu. 

hi 1136, Dr. Helen Gordon 
Stewart came from New York 
representing the Carnegie Founda¬ 
tion, and began the Vancouver 
Island Unton Library. 

This had bees made possible 
to rough efforts of mainland peojde 
who were responsible lor the Fraser 
Valley Library Demonstration, 
which had managed enough public 
support to gain the Foundation's 
grant by meeting its qualification* 
for public library support 

The spread of the Carnegie 
Foundation Grants included the 
Uand, only because of the 33 
Nanaimo people who had been 
responsible tor having created a 


large enough nucleus on whi^h to 
develop to Union Library. * 

With the direction of Dr. Stewart, 
they interested surrounding school 
boards. Women’s Institutes and book 
clubs hi Joining to library revo¬ 
lution. 

The first Office quarters was in 
tbs Wallace Street Dairy, and the 
headquarters was in the basement of 
■ building at Wallace and Fitx- 
william, and for sometime, shared 
■pane with the Health Centre. 

The place was so cold and wet 
that to staff wore rubber boots and 
to children’s section was moved ta 
the furaace area. 

The furnace was stoked by the 
Janitor In the morning, and from 
then on. it was up to the staff to 
drive away to cold. 

Once the library remained closed 
because a severe winter made it 
impossible for the furnace to keep 
up any level of heat.

One of to original member* of 
the 1919 group had been responsible 
in port tor this move. 

From a budget of S8.213 and a 
reading population of 22,330 in 1936. 
the organization now has a {345.236 
budget and serve* 139.540 people. 

Almost as long a history, but 
possibly more quaint, la that of the 
Cowiohan Library. 

Rev. R. Reece of St. Peter’s 
Anglican Church started a reading 
club in his log cabin home on Trunk 
Rood. 

■ Later, another log cabin was used 
as the Cowichan Valley Lending 
Library home. 

Far a short time a branch was 
retablished in Cowichan Bay. but 
was forgone In favor at drop points 
tore. Maple Bay and Kuper Island. 

to 1977 they had established a 
library board. 

A regular visitor tore was Mias 
Ruby Evans who came ever Satur¬ 
day, walking 14 miles, except aooa* 
during a big snow storm around 1916. 

to 1920 they established a travel¬ 
ling library, but it was dropped 
almost Immediately. 

From this beginning, the Duncan 
Library was formed, and it existed 
alone until 194T when it Joined with 
to Union Library. 

Fires destroyed records of early 
libraries In Shawnlgan Lake and 
Parfcsville, but ft is suspected that 
they too have had almost as long a 
history. 

Quttiicum Reach had the only 
deep freeze library In the world, as 
its atari was beside cold storage 
locker* In a grocery store until 1963. 

The Albem! Library had to 
institute special fines tar the .popular 
book of 1933. Anthony Adverse, by 
raising them from one cent a day to 
five cents, so that others could read 
It. 

The 1964 tidal wave almost 


flooded the library, but only left 
mud on the .floor 

Fortunately to b>ok shelves 
were high enough to protect the 
books. 

Port AlberaJ got its start In 1936 
by. joining the new Union Library, 
and ha. developed into one of the 
largest branches on the island. 

Some who have worked for the 
growth of libraries have done so for 
years. 

R. S. Wood of Ladysmith was one 
of the founding members there and 
served until 1940. 

THat library had one of the 
Urges* collect ions of religious books. 

Lady Dunsmuir answered a re¬ 
quest for a donation by sending 200 
of them. 

However, 600 other books were 
collected, and diluted the effect 
somewhat. 

They Joined with Union Library 
in 1940. 

Mary Mocre of Union Bay claims 
an endurance record for her daugh¬ 
ter. 

A baby when Mrs. Moore toik on 
to Job of librarian in 1949. to 
daughter haa helped for 15 of her 16 
year*.

One morning Mr*. Moore found a 
note In to unlocked library that 
stated someone had eome in the 
midnight hours to borrow a book,. 
because they had run out of reading 
material.

Hardships and lack of funds are 
the threads that weave the Island 
library fabric. 

Books left to care of grocers,

Lack of help, space, and puhlio 
apathy have not stopped those with 
the determination to serve the 
reading public. ' 

Hie names of these people are 
also down in community record* for 
to efforts expended in other areas 
as well.

His table manners are said to be 
atrocious. A full-grown specimen measures 25 
feet from tip to tail. 

■h —ark: If our local 25-foot beauty is the 
same species of blue shark that roams the seven 
seas, then, according to one authority, it is "one of 
toe commonest at the man-eating varieties." The 
broilers and seine fishermen off toe west coast of 
Vancouver Island occasionally encounter this 
pleasant little fellow but, so far, the shark has 
always come off s e c on d best. It is understood, of 
course, that our fi sh er m en do not go kite the 
water after him with knives In their teeth. In the 
old days before the dtetrarltom of radio, TV and 
west coast pahs, enterprising fishermen often 
made walking sticks from the shark's vertebra. 

Thresh— shark: This is the only one sf our 
local sharks that employs means other than tta 
teeto kr catching iu prey.

Rain Forest 


When I began my tour on the 
Albems-Tofino Highway , I had 
envisioned tights of huge Douglas 
fir trees. has? fog, and vegetation 
similar to that of South Vietnam. 
f didn t see any of the aforemen¬ 
tioned, hut I u>asn*t entirely dis¬ 
appointed. This i oas my first trip 
to the west coast , and I quickly re¬ 
examined my previous attitude. 
The Douglas firs are of fair sine, 
but are incomparable to those 
situated in Cathedral Grove near 
'Albemi. The fog isn't in good ap¬ 
pearance until winter arrives, and 
the vegetation is similar to that of 
eastern Vancouver Island. 


Bay an the American mainland, or Patricia Bay 
on southern .Vancouver Island- But, It 1 * 
uncomparable with any of c our beaches in British 
Columbia. There are miles o l sandy beach, and it 
hasn't been exploited yet. There are only a f(# 
permanent homes in the area at the moment, and 
a number of people ha*e planted trailers on 
government-leased lots 

Many visitors have expressed Interest in the 
leasing at government property, 'for use in 
huikbag summer homes. The rental .charge is 
approximately $10 a year, plus about $40 a year 

in taxes. 

There is a provincial campsite, located above 
the heauh. with restrooms and drinking water 
available A qualified naturalist, provided by the 
parks branch of the department of recreation and 
conservation. Is on duty at the beach during tl*e 
summer Every evening, there is a discussion at 
a camp meeting, commencing about 8 p.m In the 
morning, at about 10 a.m., the naturalist 
discusses and gives an infnrmative tour..of the 
area. It Is to be noted that here fa a permanent 
object available, known a* the Long Reach 
Wreck.- for the exptored-minded vacationist. 

Camping is allowed on the beach, and driving 
your car is a must, as the beach stretches for 
miles. The view from the beach Is magnificent 
It’s Uke looking from Victoria's Dallas Rond 
towards the Olympic Range, except, you don'l sec 
'any mountains here. You'll ace the green, or 
turqunise, or blue Pacific, as far as the human 
eye wlH allow; only the white horizon wifl banish 
a complete view. 

Perhaps, you may cut some of the beautiful 
driftwood for your mantlepUce. or to make coffee 
tables and lamps You might discover one of the 
Japanese glass floats that has washed ashore. 
The Oriental fkhermen use the floats toMupport 
nets in the Pacific, whereas honeymooning 
couples have treasured them as lifelong keei*- 
sakes. Or you could come upon one of the 
numerous wrist watches released by a Japanese 
company, a short time a^o, to te«t the quality of 
the watches and ta test the prominence pf ocean 
currents You may even disc-over that the clothes 
yna left lying on the beach in the early evening, 
were found to be damp at sundown 

Whatever you have discovered, of invisible or 
Visible form. Long Beach has done so. a million 
times over. > 

If you find that supplies are down, take a 
short trip of 10 miles to Tofino, and replenish

It (a a community which depends upon the 
bank, the Ch-Op. and the Industries of mining, 
logging, and fishing, is beep iu economy at a 
steady pace. There la a uniqueness in this com¬ 
munity’s problems. 

A visiter tried to csrit -a cheque at a local 
bank, ter example, and stated he would pay for 
the coat of a verification phone eaU to tna (persona I 
bank branch. The banker was unable to phono 
the visitor's bank, and so, look a risk on the 
cheque. It seems that a forest fire bed quite 
natural? broken the telephone lines.

It wu wkh considerable relief that toe public 
of Winnipeg heard later that the strangler was 
aafe in • cell m Rupert Street police station; and 
wt>an Chief of Police Chris Newton aald "safe" he 
meant S-A-F-E. He had a guard in the cell with 
the prisoner, another juat outside, right round the 
dock.

Committed for trial, in due course the 
strangler appealed before Mr. Justice Dypart at 
the November asaiae.

Bert Wataoe* hadn’t been tong in Canada, for 
as the youngest at a family of 13. he had left 
Castlederg one spring morning in 1924. He must 
have caught the Derry train at Victoria Bridge, 
wicb was the same moment that three laughing 
ooMeens from nearby Newtonstewart got in with 
him. They found they were aU going to Canada, 
an it was in Winnipeg a couple at years later that 
Bert Watson married the eldest of the three, 
Sarah Jane. Which means they have been 
married 41 yean. 

From the job of guarding the strangler. Bert 
Watson served a nitch with the Manitoba 
Provincial Police, and after that the staff of the 
federal prison a* Stony Mountain. It was juat 
after the outbreak of war in 1939, he tr>ld me. that 
In attempting to stop a prison break he suffered 
bead injuries that have given him trouble ever 
since. Injuries, by the way. for which there waa 
no compensation. 

It waa over a pot of tea that I asked him if 
he learned anything of Nelson'* background while 
be waa on the death watch. 

“Oh, be was a man. that needed putting away, 
ad right." waa the way he put it, “though he was 
known to us as Earl Nelson, down in toe States he 
was Virgil Wilson or Adrian Harris. The.police in 
Portland, Oregon, identified him as a man who 
had strangled a Mrs. Blanoe Myers there: and 
the Seattle priic* wanted him for strangling a 
Mn Monks. Apparently his finger prints were aM 
over the scene-in 6dth crimes."

The list ectotinues: An ancient "Greek" coin 
unearthed in Illinois; a Roman coin dating back 
to DomiUue Domitianus. found in the same state; 
a coin dated 1215 in North Carolina; a copper coin 
in Michigan; and several stone “Hebrew” tablets. 
Most were uncovered in or near prehistoric burial 
mounds. A Roman coin "of fix reign of Caesar 
Aagitetu"” was turned up ta Panama by the first 
Spaniards. 

Perhaps the rtange caches of RC. should not 
ta* slaw Hied with these. The American finds 
would Indicate an unknown — and intelligent — 
people aa this continent prior to Cokimtxja. but of 
European origin. Which is a mystery Itrelf. 

The B.C. discoveries are defiaHely Asiatic. 
Which Is not hard to understand when realizing 
only the Pacific Ocean separates the two great 
continents. Of particular note are the Aleutian 
Islands and the eastward-flowing Japanese 
Current. Whether these forgotten adventurers 
arrived as the result at shipwreck or design will 
undoubtedly remain one of the Northwest's
